Israel’s contribution was the re- 
sult not of weakened resolve but of 
“a conviction of its strength to which 
we have contributed and will con- 
tinue to contribute,” said the U.S. 
Secretary of State. He continued: 

“These are not easy times for Is- 
rael. But every course has its risks 
and we believe the risk of inaction 
ig the gravest of all." 

Foreign Minister Allon, welcom- 
ing Dr. Kissinger, said an agree- 
ment was in the best interests of 
the Middle East and the world. 

“All parties in the Middle East 
want a peace based on mutual in- 
terests and it igs in everyone's in- 
terests to reach an interim agree~ 
ment,” he gaid. “We will do our 
best to see if it is achievable or 


not.” 

Kissinger said that “with good 
will, patience and understanding on 
both sides it should be possible to 
bring to a close this phase of diplo- 
macy in the Middle East with posi- 
tive results.”

“We are on an island,’ Mayor 
Teddy Kollek said at 11 p.m., and 
ushers brought out chairs to ac- 
commodate the waiting guests, in- 
cluding Dr. Kissinger, who did 
not get out until 11.30 but re- 
mained very cheerful. 

Children shouting slogans and 
dancing the hora blocked the in- 
tersection near the Wolfson 
Towers, and an older and more 
vehement crowd filled the area 
outside the Knesset's main gate. 

Some guests had to abandon 
their cars and arrive on foot, and 
even police vans had difficulty 
getting through the crowd. The 
entire area was guarded by hun- 
dre@s of pol emer. apth ἀλλα στ 
cheons. 

The ‘protesters outside the 
Knesset were encouraged by Li- 
kud MK Geula Cohen.

starts shuttle

Appearing to echo the optimism that has been 
voiced in Israel and Egypt over recent days, U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger arrived here last 
night to begin a new shuttle trip in which he hopes to 
successfully conclude the interim settlement negotia- 
tions. “It should be possible,” he said in an airport 
arrival statement, “‘to close this phase of diplomacy 
in the Middle East with positive results.” 


Highly placed Israeli sources 
concurred. They predicted that the 
agreement would be initialled be- 
fore the Secretary returns home. 

Dr. Kissinger, with his wife 
Nancy and top aides, was flown 
from Ben-Gurion Airport to Jeru- 
salem by helicopter, apparently to 
avoid anti-agreement demonstrators 
who planned to waylay his convoy 
of cars en route. Two giant Alr 
Force helicopters landed, one after 
the other, in the YMCA football 
stadium, “bringing the Secretary and 
his party to within yards of the 
King David Hotel. 

No formal negotiating session 
was held last night. Instead, Pre- 
mier Rabin gave a reception for 
Dr. and Mrs. Kissinger at the 
Knesset. The talks will begin this 
morning, and Kissinger will leave 
in the afternoon for Alexandria. 

The slow start of this opening 
round seemed to suggest that 
neither the U.S. side nor Israel felt 
an acute sense of urgency. It also 
suggested that a food deal of the 
tough talking on unresolved issues 
would take place this time in Egypt. 

Kissinger has yet to win formal 
Egyptian consent to Israel's con- 
tinued operation of the Umm Kha- 
sheba surveillance station, north- 
west of the Gidi Pass. Israeli offi- 
cials are confident that he will 
achieve this. They reason that he 
would not have embarked on the 
shuttle unless he were confident of 
it too. 

The Israeli side also expects Kis- 
singer to persuade President Sadat 
to reduce his demands for a large- 
scale Egyptian advance into the area 
now held by Israeli forces. Israel. 
it is understood, no longer rejects 
outright the Egyptian desire to ad- 
vance beyond the present buffer 
zone into the territory now in Israeli 
hands, But the dimensions of Egypt’s

Observers said the Amer- 
ieans would -follow closely Syria's 
part in Arab plans to press for 
calls for Israel's ouster from the 
UN.

‘Tt is 2 
tasty sea fish that spawus along the 
coast in natural freedom. The scien- 
tists are looking for ways of per- 
suading it to multiply ‘in exile’ in 
the ponds. So far all the ponds 
together produce only up to 500 tons 
a year, thus it ig still tha most ex- 
pensive of Igrael's fresh-water fish." 

Prices were still stable for the 
time being because the government 
was subsidizing fish fodder, mainly 
grain (60 per cent), which was for- 
tifled by the addition of protein, 
like soybean, oil cake, or fishmeal. 
But grain prices were going up agein 
(partly because of Soviet grain pur- 
chases in North America), and fish- 
breeders were wondering how long 
the government would continue its 
subsidy,

Mayor Navi feels the Arab ped- 
lars serve a useful function, pro- 
viding produce at lower rates for 
the many large families living in 
the area. He says permitting them 
to sell only one day a week is a 
reasonable compromise and that he 
will not back down, 

The local merchants lay all the 
blame for the present difficulty on 
the mayor. They claim the Govern-

Lev Roitburd in Odessa ‘lynch trial’

Rumania’s struggle against Hitler

FOR RUMANIANS, August 23 is 
truly a “red-letter-day.” It was on 
that date, 31 years ago, that an 
Insurgent unit of the Rumanian 
army smashed into the Royal Pa- 
lace, the fascist Prime 
Minister and his staff and handing 
them over to the country’s “patri- 
otic fighters.” ΄ 

This act effectively removed Ru- 
mania from the anti-Soviet alliance, 
turning the nation into a major fac- 
tor in the struggle against Hitler. 
It was not long: before the entire 
Rumanian army joined forces with 
the underground. After a "fierce 
struggle, the Capital. as well as a 
large part of the country, was liber- 
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ated from the Nazi yoke. 
The great masses of Rumanian 
people cheered as Soviet forces 
triumphantly entered Bucharest on 
Angust 30, 1944. 
In retrospect, it is now widely ack- 
nowledged that this successful cam- 
pai; by the Rumanian resistance 
foiled the Hitler-Antonescu plan to 
utilize Rumania as their new mili- 
tary line againet the Allies. The 
freedom fighters’ victory paved the 
way for the rapid advance of Sovict 
forces towards Bulgaria, Yugoslavia 
and Hungary, This was a turning 
point in the Second World War. his- 
toriaus say. 
Much has happened since those 
fateful days. The country’s economy 
has been revolutionized, thanks to 
scientific and technological break- 
throughs. 
Here are some examples. In 1974, 
Rumania’s metal industry produced 
32 times us much as εἰ did in 1938. 
Today it takes Rumanian machine 
manufacturers four days to turn out 
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the same volume it did in the entire 
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year of 1938. In the chemical in- 
dustry, change has been even more 
spectacular — two days” output last 
year equalled that of the entire 
year 37 years ago. Similar advanccs 
are noted in the textile, shoe and food 
industries. 

In 1938 there were 4,000 tracto7s 
at the disposal of Rumanian farmers. 
Today there are 125,000. Agricul- 
tural output has been doubled. 

This year’s anniversary of the 
overthrow of Nazism finds the ἘΠῚ- 
manian people united in their detc-- 
mination to carry out the decisiow 
of the 11th Convention of the Ru- 
menian Communist Party: to put 
Rumania even more fully inside tae 
Communist camp than today. 

Rumania's leaders say their Go- 
vernment is anxious to promote the 
“positive trends in international life. 
steadfastly opposing § imperialist dic- 
tates.” Rumania, the only Eastern 
Bloc nation that did aot ny fiers off 
relations with Israel, believes this 
“positive” approach can help end the 
Middle East dispute.

LUANDA (AP). — The garbage is 
piling up at Luanda Airport, but 
mothers, babies and sick women 
would rather sleep in its midst than 
misg the chance of a flight out of 
this violent Portuguese colony. 

Few planes are coming in, how- 
ever, and high civil servants are 
using bribes to jump queues and get 
aboard. 

Hundreds of refugees waiting for 
their turn to fly home to Portugal 
have been cramming the airport de- 
parture lounge. 

In recent days, es garbage collec- 
tion has been neglected amid the 
general erosion of public order, the 
refugees have spilled over into the 
arrival lounge, bedding down on the 
marble floors. ἣν 

Some, finding no room inside, 
sleep next to noxious piles of waste 
by the sides of the main building. 

“One elderly lady was brought in 
from a hospital at Lobito, suffering 
from asthma and bronchitis,” said a 
Red Croas official.

Loufty, however, adds that her 
son “died fighting to be free,” 
without explaining how Isreel 
threatens Egypt's freedom.

Prisoners of Zion: their spirit 
deprivation, torture 


survives 


THE LONG-SUSPECTED 
horrors of Russian labour camps 
have been unveiled in recent 
years by Solzhenitsyn and 
others. In their gruesome con- 
text, the fate of Jewish 
prisoners is even more difficult 
than that of the others, as is 
abundantly clear from the 
testimony of those who have sur- 
vived and ieft Russia and from 
the heroic ones whe to this day 
continue to smuggle out their 
diaries and descriptions, often 
with the express hope that they 
be published in the free world. 

The plight of the Jewish 
prisoners is described in the 
latest issue of the important new 
monthly “Insight: Soviet Jews,” 
published in London under the 
editorship of Emanvel Litvinoff 
(as a successor to the periodical 
“Jews in Eastern Europe’). 

Jews have been held in Soviet 
jails and prison-camps since the 
early 1920s on charges of 
“Zionism.” In the Black Years 
of Soviet Jewry, 1948-53, there 
was hardly a Jewish family 
without a relative among the vic- 
tims. Since Stalin's death the 
persecution has continued, if ina 
more limited way. Since 1968, 
the movement for emigration to 
Israel has led to arrests, and 70 
activists have been sentenced to 
long terms of imprisonment on 
various false charges (treason, 
espionage, hooliganism, etc.). 
Over 40 of these were sentenced 
to camps of strict regime, some 
in “special isolation."" 

The camps of strict regime 


strike terror in the heart of 811 


Soviet prisoners. About half 
their population are serious 
criminal offenders and 35 per 
cent former Nazi collaborators 
from Worid War IL As the latter 
have been in for so long, they 
have become the camp 
“trusties’ and wield power over 
the other prisoners. Jewish 
prisoners, therefore, are in an 
exceptionally dangerous situa- 
tion and Jew-baiting has become 
commonpiace. 

Conditions are harsh, almost 
beyond description. Hard 
physical labour, extreme cold, 
terrible food are the rule. 
““Medical care” for the sick is 
more like punishment, and few 
who get ill survive without 
becoming permanent invalids.

Religious Jews suffer par- 
ticularly for their determination 
to maintain their observances. 
They are not allowed to wear 
headcoverings or grow their 
beards, but one recent arrival in 
Israel has brought with him a 
treasured possession — a skull- 
cap secretly sewn in a labour 
camp by an Orthodox fellow- 
prisoner from coarse material 
used to baste shoes. Some 
Q thodox prisoners subsist main- 
ly on bread and porridge so as to 
maintain a kasher diet. They 
drive themselves to exceed the 
high work quotas so as not to 
work on Sabbaths. They also 
strive to keep the Jewish 
holidays. Although on Passover 
the authorities withheld 
parcels of matzot sent from 
abroad, the men stoically ate no 
bread for the week of the 

and even held a 
hurried, furtive seder in a corner 
of the camp. They said it was 
held as hastily as that observed 
by the Children of Israel! before 
the Exodus — and with the same 
basic symbolism and hope. With 
‘determination and ingenuity, 
they manage to observe other 
Jewish festivals. For Hanukka 
they construct erude 
candlesticks from waste bits of 
wood and iron, candles from 
greased cheese-wrappers, and 
all the Jewish prisoners — 
Orthodox and non-Orthodox — 
put on improvised caps while the 
blessings are said. They also 
find odd moments in the closely 
supervised regime of the camp 
to study Hebrew and Jewish 
history. 

‘The survey goes on to give a 
particularly horrifying case- 
history — the story of 47-year-old 
Yaakov Khantis, now in Israel 
and a permanent cripple. He 
applied to emigrate to Israel in 
1970 but was sent to prison for 
“hooliganism.” He was taken to 
ἃ harsh camp in the Urals. He

The 
temperature was sometimes = 
degrees below zero and all he 
had to wear was a summer shirt 
and trousers. Every night the 


guards threw water on him to ᾿ 
-gevive him and in the morning 


ice froze him to the floor and 
spades had to.be used to move 
him. His weight dropped from a 
hefty and robust 240 pounds to 
110 pounds. Only his immense 
physical stamina enabled him to 
survive. After 15 months, his 
family received permission for a 
15 minute visit. They travelled 
six days to reach his prison. 
But when they got there, the pri- 
son authorities decided his 
appearance was too terrible, he 
could not be seen and they 
cancelled the visit. The sicken- 
ing details of the account ac- 
cumulate, Eventually he receiv- 
ed crutches and was put on a 
plane for Vienna with a visa for 
Israel. 

Although there is 8. nominal 
opportunity in the Soviet penal 
system for protesting ill- 
treatment, it has only paper 
validity and those who 
endeavour to use it find 
themselves punished on various 
pretexts. The only recourse, 
sometimes used by Jewish 
prisoners, is the hunger strike, 
which bothers the authorities 
because a prisoner's death could 
result in undesirable publicity. 

The struggle for sheer sur- 
vival is so grim, that it is a 
miracle that humanity and com- 
radeship survive — but they do. 
The bonds of comradeship 
among ‘Prisoners of Zion’' re- 
main firm despite the efforts to 
demoralize them. Some of them, 
such as Boris Penson (see box) 
have given a loud and clear 
voice to their sufferings and to 
their faith and hope.

Speculation about Mars has a long 
history, revived in 1971 by the flight 
of Mariner 9, an orbiting spacecraft 
which took pictures of the surface of 
the planet. The pictures showed that, 
unlike the Moon, Martian geology 
had been moulded by the movement 
of large quantities of water in the 
geological past. ᾽ 

Where there is water. there may 
be life, even if it is of a primitive 
nature. The Viking missions are 
designed to look for it. If they 
succeed, then the attraction of a 
manned landing on Mars would be 
hugely increased.

THE CHANCES of U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger being able to wrap up 
an interim accord in Sinai con- 
tinued to run high as he flew into 
Israel last night on the first leg 
of a new shuttle which will take 
him to Egypt tomorrow and 
later to Syria, Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia.
